Teaching  at  a  small  college  requires  a  sacrifice  of  personal  freedom 
and  implies  a  challenge  to  individual  ability.  The  competition  is  not 
great,  but  criticism  from  all  sides  is  strong.  Professorship  at  such  an 
institution  demands  an  interdependence  and  co-operation  among 
faculty  members.  The  small  size  of  the  student  body  results  in  a  close 
contact  between  students  and  faculty.  Since  the  ideal  small  college 
should  be  a  tidy  homogeneous  community,  personal  contribution  by 
each  of  its  members  is  a  requisite  for  the  maintenance  of  an  equi- 
librium and  a  constant,  gradual  progress.  For  a  very  young  college, 
the  rate  of  expansion  and  the  establishment  of  a  student  body  of  high 
caliber  depends  heavily  on  the  influence  of  a  good  faculty.  Through 
their  inspiration  and  their  example,  the  intellectual  atmosphere  of 
the  campus  is  charged.  To  the  students,  they  represent  the  voice  of 
authority  in  each  of  their  individual  fields.  They  have  the  personal 
power  to  arouse  or  smother  a  student's  native  curiosity  in  a  particular 
area  of  knowledge. 

We  look  to  our  faculty  with  gratitude  for  those  professors  who 
have  been  the  most  demanding  of  us,  and  the  most  enthusiastic  about 
their  subject  matter,  and  we  remember  all  of  them,  as  each  has  had 
his  effect  upon  the  development  of  our  minds  and  our  lives.

Professor  Stetson  Contemplates  His  2  O'clock  Class 
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"I  have  no  doubt  that  I  often  speak  of  things 
which  are  better  treated  by  the  members  of  the 
craft,  and  with  more  truth.  This  is  simply  a  trial 
of  my  natural  faculties,  and  not  of  my  acquired 
ones.  If  anyone  catches  me  in  ignorance,  he  will 
score  no  triumph  over  me,  since  I  can  hardly  be 
answerable  to  another  for  my  reasonings,  when  I 
am  not  answerable  for  them  to  myself,  and  am 
never  satisfied  with  them.  Let  the  man  who  is 
in  search  of  knowledge  fish  for  it  where  it  lies ; 
there  is  nothing  that  I  lay  less  claim  to.  These  are 
my  fancies,  in  which  I  make  no  attempt  to  convey 
information  about  things,  only  about  myself.  I  may 
have  some  objective  knowledge  one  day,  or  may 
perhaps  have  had  it  in  the  past  when  I  happened 
to  light  on  passages  that  explained  things,  but  I 
have  forgotten  it  all;  for  though  I  am  a  man  of 
some  reading,  I  am  one  who  retains  nothing. 

So  I  can  offer  nothing  certain  except  to  recount 
the  extent  of  my  knowledge  at  the  present  moment. 
No  attention  should  be  paid  to  the  matter,  only  to 
the  shape  that  I  give  it.  Let  it  be  judged  from  what 
I  borrow  whether  I  have  chosen  the  right  means 
of  exalting  my  theme.  For  I  make  others  say  what 
I  cannot  say  so  well  myself,  sometimes  from  poverty 
of  expression,  sometimes  from  lack  of  understand- 
ing. I  do  not  count  my  borrowings,  I  weigh  them; 
had  I  wished  them  to  be  valued  by  their  number,  I 
could  have  loaded  myself  with  twice  as  many. 
They  are  all,  or  very  nearly  all,  by  names  so  famous 
and  ancient  that  I  think  their  authors  revel  them- 
selves without  my  mentioning  them. 
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In  the  case  of  arguments  and  ideas  that  I  trans- 
plant on  to  my  own  soil  and  mix  with  my  own,  I 
have  sometimes  deliberately  omitted  to  name  my 
source,  in  order  to  check  the  rashness  of  those  hasty 
critics  who  pounce  on  writings  of  every  sort,  es- 
pecially on  new  books  by  men  still  living,  written  in 
the  vulgar  tongue;  a  practice  which  permits  the 
whole  world  to  comment,  and  seemingly  to  prove 
that  their  conception  and  design  are  vulgar  also. 
I  will  gladly  take  on  my  nose  the  tweak  that  is 
rightly  Plutarch's,  and  receive  on  my  head  the  rage 
that  should  be  poured  on  Seneca's.  For  I  must  use 
these  great  men's  virtues  as  a  cloak  for  my  weak- 
ness. But  I  will  love  anybody  who  can  strip  me  of 
my  feathers,  by  clarity  of  judgment,  I  mean,  and 
merely  by  distinguishing  the  strength  and  beauty 
of  the  ancient  language.  For  though  my  memory  is 
so  faulty  that  I  constantly  fail  to  recognize  their 
place  of  origin,  I  can  very  well  tell,  by  measuring 
my  own  capacities,  that  my  soil  is  quite  incapable 
of  producing  any  of  the  more  precious  flowers  I 
find  sown  there,  and  that  all  the  fruits  of  my  own 
growing  would  never  equal  them  in  value. 

If  I  get  myself  into  a  muddle,  if  there  is  some- 
thing empty  and  faulty  in  my  reasoning  that  I  am 
unable  to  perceive  for  myself,  or  incapable  of  see- 
ing when  it  is  pointed  out  to  me,  then  for  this  I 
may  be  held  to  account.  Mistakes  often  escape  our 
eyes,  but  it  is  the  sign  of  a  poor  judgment  if  we  are 
unable  to  see  them  when  shown  to  us  by  another." 
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Knowledge  and  truth  may  dwell  in  us  without 
judgment,  and  judgment  also  without  them;  in- 
deed to  recognize  one's  ignorance  is  one  of  the  best 
and  surest  signs  of  judgment  that  I  know.  I  have 
no  other  drill-sergeant  but  chance  to  put  order  into 
my  writings.  As  my  thoughts  come  into  my  head,  so 
I  pile  them  up;  sometimes  they  press  on  in  crowds, 
sometimes  they  come  dragging  in  single  file.  Even 
if  I  have  strayed  from  the  road  I  would  have  every- 
one see  my  natural  and  ordinary  pace.  I  let  myself 
go  forward  as  I  am.  Besides,  these  are  not  matters 
about  which  it  is  wrong  to  be  ignorant,  or  to  speak 
casually  and  at  random. 

I  could  indeed  wish  to  have  a  more  perfect  under- 
standing of  things,  but  I  do  not  wish  to  pay  the  high 
price  that  it  costs.  My  purpose  is  to  pass  the  re- 
mainder of  my  life  pleasantly  and  not  laboriously. 
There  is  nothing  for  which  I  would  care  to  rack  my 
brains,  not  even  the  most  precious  of  knowledge. 

In  books  I  only  look  for  the  pleasure  of  honest 
entertainment ;  or  if  I  study,  the  only  learning  I 
look  for  is  that  which  tells  me  how  to  know  myself, 
and  teaches  me  how  to  die  well  and  to  live  well. 
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When  I  meet  with  difficulties  in  my  reading,  I  do 
not  bite  my  nails  over  them ;  after  making  one  or 
two  attempts  I  give  them  up.  If  I  were  to  sit  down 
to  them,  I  should  be  wasting  myself  and  my  time; 
my  mind  works  at  the  first  leap.  What  I  do  not  see 
immediately,  I  see  even  less  by  persisting.  Without 
lightness  I  achieve  nothing;  application  and  over- 
serious  effort  confuse,  depress,  and  weary  my  brain. 
My  vision  becomes  blurred  and  confused.  I  must 
look  away,  and  then  repeatedly  look  back;  just  as 
in  judging  the  brilliance  of  a  scarlet  cloth,  we  are 
told  to  pass  the  eye  lightly  over  it,  glancing  at  it 
several  times  in  rapid  succession.  If  one  book  bores 
me,  I  take  up  another;  and  I  turn  to  reading  only 
at  such  times  as  I  begin  to  be  tired  of  doing  noth- 
ing. I  do  not  easily  take  to  the  moderns,  because  the 
ancients  seem  to  me  fuller  and  more  virile;  not  to 
the  Greeks,  because  my  mind  is  not  satisfied  with 
my  imperfect  schoolboy's  knowledge  of  the  lang- 
uage." — Montaigne

This  year  marked  the  second  year  that  the  Faculty  of  Frederick  College 
has  participated  in  special  presentations  of  evening  lectures  in  the  areas 
in  which  they  are  interested.  The  program  is  sponsored  by  the  Special 
Awards  and  Events  Committee  of  the  Faculty  under  the  direction  of 
Chairman  Jerome  Blair,  Professor  of  History.  The  lectures  are  spaced 
at  monthly  intervals,  except  during  vacation  periods,  and  are  open  to  the 
public. 


"DATELINE  GERMANY  1970  — OUR  FIFTY-FIRST  STATE" 

Dr.  Joseph  Stevens,  Professor  of  Political  Science  and  Modem 
Languages  presented  a  unique  lecture  concerning  the  possibility 
of  having  Germany  as  our  fifty-first  state.  The  title  of  the  lecture 
—  "Dateline  Germany  1970  —  Our  Fifty-first  State"  —  was  an 
original  idea  conceived  by  Dr.  Stevens.  He  believes  that  within  the 
next  ten  years  we  could  make  Germany  a  state  of  the  union. 

The  initiative  for  the  statehood  would  have  to  originate  with  the 
people  of  Germany.  They  would  make  application  for  statehood.  In 
his  nine  trips  to  Germany  this  year  Dr.  Stevens  had  the  opportunity 
to  interview  Germans  from  all  walks  of  life,  and  he  feels  that  the 
possibility  of  them  favoring  statehood  is  good.

When  and  if  West  Germany  becomes  a  state 
of  the  Union,  we  would  automatically  inherit 
East  Germany  from  the  Communists,  because 
there  is  no  legality  to  the  separation  of  the  two 
states.  This  of  course  brings  about  a  matter  in 
practicality  of  just  how  we  would  free  the  East 
Germans. 


Dr.  Stevens  contends  that  the  mere  fact  that 
every  day  newer  and  faster  modes  of  transporta- 
tion are  coming  to  the  forefront  is  reason  enough 
to  suppose  that  distance  would  be  no  barrier. 
English  is  taught  in  schools  in  Germany  as  a  com- 
pulsory language  and  he  feels  that  reciprocal  ac- 
tion in  the  U.S.  would  compensate  for  any  lan- 
guage barrier. 


"ARCHEOLOGY  IN  THE  HOLY  LAND! 
PRESENT  STATE  OF  THE  ART" 

This  past  summer  Mr.  Davis  spent  much  time  touring  the  Holy 
Land  and  retracing  the  paths  of  Christ  and  his  Apostles.  He 
recorded  vivid  scenes  on  slides  and  was  able  to  visit  the  sites  of 
the  most  recent  archaeological  discoveries  dealing  with  the  Bible. 
In  the  presentation  of  his  lecture  Mr.  Davis  showed  slides  and 
explained  with  the  use  of  the  slides  and  artifacts,  which  he  brought 
back  to  this  country,  how  these  people  of  the  ancient  lands  are 
still,  to  a  large  degree,  living  the  very  way  they  did  during  the  life 
of  Christ  and  his  Apostles. 

Mr.  Davis  visited  the  region  in  Egypt  where  the  Aswan  Dam  is 
being  constructed  and  he  pictorially  recorded  the  life  of  the  people 
who  lived  for  centuries  on  this  land.  The  new  dam  will  now  flood 
and  force  these  people  to  flee  from  their  ancient  homes.

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"AMERICAN  ECONOMY:  INDUSTRIAL  GIANT  IN  LILLIPUT" 

The  third  lecture  in  the  series  was  delivered  by  Dr.  Raymond  W. 
Morgan,  Professor  of  Business  Administration  and  Co-ordinator  of 
the  Social  Science  Division.  Dr.  Morgan's  lecture  was  entitled 
"American  Economy :  Industrial  Giant  in  Lilliput".  The  lecture 
served  as  part  of  the  program  for  Frederick's  annual  Religious 
Emphasis  Week,  which  used  a  theme  this  year  dealing  with  the 
role  of  the  Christian  and  the  Church  in  Business  and  Commerce 
in  America. 

Dr.  Morgan's  lecture  was  concerned  with  the  economical  aspects 
of  America,  past,  present  and  future.  Dr.  Morgan  put  forth  the 
idea  that  the  America  is  an  industrial  giant  and  whether  or  not 
we  have  reached  our  industrial  capacity  is  debatable.

"POPULAR  AMERICAN  MISCONCEPTIONS  ABOUT 
FRENCH  LITERATURE" 

Professor  Walter  Harris,  Associate  Professor  Modem  Languages 
brought  forth  a  lecture  entitled  "Popular  American  Misconceptions 
About  French  Literature"  which  proved  to  be  an  enlightening 
clarification  of  some  of  the  ideas  Americans  have  traditionally  held 
concerning  the  validity  of  French  Literature. 

Prof.  Harris  began  his  lecture  with  a  background  into  the  ethnic 
origins  of  the  language  and  traced  the  progression  of  the  French 
literary  movement  from  its  beginning  to  the  present  day  existen- 
tialists. Prof.  Harris  aroused  much  controversy  within  the  school 
by  tracing  the  English  literary  movement  and  language  to  the 
French,  dating  with  the  Norman  Conquest  in  1066.  His  statement 
that  most  Frenchmen  consider  Shakespeare's  works  to  be  barbaric 
and  uncouth  brought  some  unrest  to  the  audience,  particularly 
those  noted  Shakespeareans  on  our  faculty. 

The  lecture  was  concluded  with  readings  in  French  from  the 
drama,  poetry  and  novel  by  students.  Those  participating  were 
Seniors  Roberta  Gibson  and  Rodney  Johnson ;  Juniors  Liz  Anderson 
and  Mary  Jo  Wimsatt.

"DEMOCRACY  AND  MARXISM  IN  LAND  OF  CONFUCIUS" 

The  final  lecture  was  presented  on  April  22  by  Dr.  Margaret  K. 
Shen,  Chairman  of  the  History  Department.  Dr.  Shen  spoke  on 
"Democracy  and  Marxism  in  the  Land  of  Confucius."  Dr.  Shen  felt 
that  Marxism  would  have  no  far-reaching  eflfects  in  the  Far  East. 
Democracy  can  prevail  in  that  area  depending  solely  upon  the  way 
in  which  the  West  exhibits  itself  to  the  people  in  relation  to  the 
teachings  of  Confucius. 

The  modes  and  traditions  of  these  people  must  be  taken  into 
consideration  when  we  begin  spreading  the  doctrine  of  Democracy 
to  them,  in  order  to  avoid  upsetting  a  way  of  life  which  pre-dates 
ours  by  hundreds  of  years. 

We  must  remember  that  the  center  of  life  in  the  Far  East  is 
the  family  and  we  must  gear  our  teachings  toward  it.  The  fact 
that  Communism  has  not  really  won  in  that  area,  despite  its  con- 
stant agression,  is  adequate  encouragement  when  we  look  at  the 
free  Chinese  Republic  in  Formosa.  They  are  a  constant  people,  set 
in  their  ways,  and  unwilling  to  move  or  give  up  their  past  overnight 
for  a  new  ideology  which  teaches  against  all  that  has  been  inherent 
in  their  civilization  for  centuries.

iJreoericjR  ynuaoes   Une   Dip/omaiic  Circles 


On  Monday,  March  15,  the  rank  and  file  of  Fred- 
erick College  Political  Scientists  invaded  the  Diplo- 
matic Circles  of  our  nation's  capitol,  Washington, 
D.  C.  The  trip  was  sponsored  by  Dr.  Joseph  L. 
Stevens,  Professor  of  Modem  Languages  and  Polit- 
ical Science. 

Dr.  Stevens  made  arrangements  for  the  students 
to  tour  the  Department  State's  new  office  building. 
After  the  tour  we  were  ushered  to  the  fifth  floor 
conference  room  where  we  received  a  briefing  on 
the  functions  and  policy  of  the  State  Department, 
as  it  was  pertinent  to  the  world  situation  at  the 
time.  The  briefing  was  by  Mr.  Morrow,  Special  Ad- 
visor to  the  Secretary  of  State  on  Community  Af- 
fairs. 

Following  the  briefing,  Mr.  Morrow  held  a  short 
question-and-answer  period  where  astute  scholars 
from  Frederick  tried  to  comer  him  on  some  of  the 
current  State  Department  policies  regarding  Viet 
Nam  and  other  trouble  spots  throughout  the  world. 
It  was  obvious  that  Mr.  Morrow  was  a  polished 
politician,  as  he  gave  answers  to  the  group  which 
seemed  to  allay  their  gravest  fears  of  the  validity 
of  some  of  the  recent  key  decisions.  Mr.  Morrow  is  a 
former  Congressman  from  New  Hampshire. 

The  visit  to  the  State  Department  was  followed 
by  a  brief  tour  of  the  National  Gallery  of  Art  to 
view  the  Space  Exhibition.  From  there  we  went  to 
the  Aero-Space  Exhibition  at  the  Smithsonian  In- 
stitute where  several  students  tried  to  blast  off  in 
"Freedom  7". 

The  next  leg  of  the  tour  found  us  on  Embassy  Row 
where  we  had  a  tour  of  the  brand  new  German  Em- 
bassy. A  lecture  was  presented  by  one  of  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  Cultural  Division  of  the  Embassy.  Dr. 
Falk,  Assistant  Cultural  Attache.  The  cost  of  the 
new  Embassy  was  approximately  six  million  dollars 
and  American  labor  was  employed.  American  ma- 
terials were  used  with  a  few  exceptions,  such  as, 
custom-made  furniture  and  fixtures.  Of  these  ar- 
ticles the  material  was  purchased  in  the  U.  S.  and 
shipped  to  Germany  for  fabrication.

The  Spring  of  1964  saw  the  first 
Publication  of  The  Literary  Magazine, 
made  up  of  work  of  college  students.

It  was  a  long  season,  but  what  a  way  to  end  it — New  Orleans. 
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In  the  season's  opener  against  Indiana  State  (Pennsyl- 
vania), the  Lion's  coaches  were  elated  by  the  perfonnance 
of  Teddy  Putnam,  who  maneuvered  his  way  for  a  seventy 
yard  touchdown  run  on  the  first  play  from  scrimmage,  but 
an  over-powering  Indiana  State  team  ran  up  the  score  and 
defeated  the  Lions.  The  next  two  games  were  defeats  for  the 
Lions,  but  freshman,  Jim  Crutchoff  showed  great  potential 
as  quarterback  against  Hampden-Sydney  and  Presbyterian. 
Jerry  Cross  set  a  new  record  in  the  game  with  a  ninety  yard 
kickoff  run,  and  Dennis  Kozloski  began  showing  promise 
when  he  caught  a  pass  from  Randy  Harrelle  for  a  seventy 
yard  touchdown. 

Coach  Richard  Lage  was  put  in  charge  of  a  new  defense 
which  halted  the  Emory-Henry  offense.  Phil  Turner  inter- 
cepted a  pass  that  was  good  for  a  touchdown.  The  Lion's 
offense  rolled  up  over  three  hundred  yards  in  rushing  as  full- 
back Russell  Hall  and  halfback  JeiTy  Cross  found  their  old 
form  with  quarterback  Randy  Harrelle  calling  one  of  his 
best  games. 

In  the  Homecoming  game,  against  Newberry  College, 
Wayne  Head  brought  the  crowds  to  their  feet  as  he  scored  a 
touchdown  on  a  sixty  yard  punt  return.  This  scoring  held 
for  three  quarters  until  Frederick  exploded  for  three  touch- 
downs in  the  fourth  quarter.  The  big  game  was  Catawba's 
Homecoming.  The  Lions  went  into  the  game  a  decided  under- 
dog against  the  Carolina  Conference  leaders.  The  outstanding 
moments  in  this  game  came  in  the  last  minute  of  the  game 
when  the  defense  made  a  goal  line  stand  to  save  a  sweet 
victory  for  the  Lions.  Against  Salem,  the  offense  could  not 
get  going  and  the  Lions  lost  a  heart-breaker  in  the  closing 
minutes  of  the  game.  Against  Lenoir-Rhyne  the  Lions  lost 
to  a  strong  offense.  Purvis  Edwards  and  Bill  Wade  were 
stand-outs  in  this  game.  Then  came  the  much  anticipated 
Elon  game.  Frederick  had  two  drives  which  resulted  in  scores 


but  it  was  not  enough  to  vnn  over  the  very  powerful 
Christians.  Kenny  Garrett's  punting  seemed  to  be  the  only 
bright  spot  in  this  game. 

In  the  final  game  of  the  season  a  powerful  Southeastern 
Louisiana  team  was  held  to  twenty-six  points  by  the  Fred- 
erick defense.  This  trip  seemed  an  eventful  way  for  the 
seniors  to  end  their  football  careers  at  Frederick.  It  was  a 
long  and  hard  season  for  the  Lions,  but  of  course  there  were 
many  outstanding  moments  which  this  team  will  always 
remember.  The  season  was  eventful  for  many  individuals. 
Phil  Turner  led  the  team  with  seven  pass  interceptions;  Jerry 
Cross  set  a  kick-off  return  record  of  ninety  yards;  Fred 
Britton  set  a  state  and  Frederick  College  record  of  the 
"most-passes-caught-in-one-season";  Randy  Harrelle  con- 
cluded the  season  with  the  record  of  most  passing  yardage 
in  one  year.  Purvis  Edwards,  Bill  Wade,  and  Bob  Wilkins 
were  all  standouts  on  the  line.  Lance  Seidel  did  an  out- 
standing job  at  his  linebacking  post.  Wayne  Head  scored 
his  only  touchdown  in  college  in  the  Homecoming  game.  Joe 
Bemier  started  for  the  first  time  in  the  Hampden-Sydney 
game.  Bobby  Watkins,  although  hurt  in  the  first  game  of 
the  season,  became  the  fourth  member  of  the  coaching  staff. 
Kenny  Garrett's  punting  came  in  handy  during  the  touchy 
situations  which  the  Frederick  offense  sometimes  got  them- 
selves in.  Of  course,  you  must  pay  special  tribute  to  the  man 
behind  the  scenes  the  managers — Artie  Smith,  Spike  Kestner, 
and  trainer  Bill  Steigman,  who  held  the  team  together. 

Of  course  there  are  those  who  received  awards  for  out- 
standing contributions  and  playing.  Purvis  Edwards  was 
"Most  Valuable  Player"  and  received  the  annual  Mac  Donald 
Trophy  along  with  being  selected  to  be  a  member  of  the 
All-State  Team.  Fred  Britton  was  also  chosen  All-State  and 
Bob  Wilkins  as  Honorable  Mention  All-State.
